Report  of   Highway  Agent 

In  addition  to  the  general  routine  work  of  repairs,  we  have 
continued  the  poHcy  of  doing  something  of  a  more  permanent 
nature. 

At  the  entrance  of  the  cross  road  leading  to  Pickpocket  the 
grade  was  lowered  and  the  material  obtained,  which  consisted 
of  about  two  thousand  loads  of  good  gravel,  was  used  to  grade 
the  long  stretch  of  sand  on  the  Kingston  Road  at  this  point. 

A  large  portion  of  Kingston  Road  was  also  graded  from  the 
Scammon  farm  to  the  bridge  at  Mr.  Biladeau's.  The  gravel, 
which  required  one  thousand  loads,  was  taken  from  the 
Pevear  pit  at  Pickpocket. 

A  sharp  grade  on  the  Newmarket  Road  below  the  Langley 
farm  was  reduced  and  several  points  on  this  road  were  greatly 
improved. 

Some  twelve  hundred  loads  of  gravel  were  used  on  the  Brent- 
wood Road. 

We  were  able  to  run  the  crusher  about  two  weeks  et  the 
last  end  of  the  season,  with  stones  taken  from  diffe^'ent  pits 
and  elsewhere,  the  product  of  which  was  used  on  Railroad 
Avenue  and  a  portion  of  Cass  Street. 

Dewey  Street  was  laid  out  by  the  selectmen  and  a  portion 
of  it  built. 

Other  improvements  might  well  be  mentioned,  but  they 
all  speak  for  themselves. 

This  coming  year  the  bridge  at  Oilman  Park  will  have  to 
be  renewed  throughout. 

With  the  existing  unsettled  state  of  affairs  we  believe  we 
can  do  no  better  than  to  continue  with  the  same  policy  of 
repairing  the  worst  places  first,  as  opportunity  affords. 

With  the  increased  cost  of  almost  everything  that  enters 
into  the  construction  of  road  work  seventeen  thousand  dollars 
should  be  raised  this  year.

Police  Commissioners'  Report 


We  submit  herewith  the  report  of  the  Chief  of  PoUce, 
which,  with  the  "Police"  portion  of  the  town  treasurer's  report, 
will  show  something  as  to  what  the  police  have  done,  and 
what  it  has  cost.  That  the  cost  is  greater  than  in  former 
years  is  matter  for  regret — ^as  is  the  fact  that  everything  has 
increased  in  cost;  but  it  is  unavoidable. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  more  than  half  the  arrests  during 
the  year  were  for  violation  of  traffic  laws, — arrests  of  auto- 
mobilists  for  failure  to  obey  regulations  made  to  prevent  their 
making  themselves  a  nuisance  to  each  other  and  to  the  rest 
of  the  public.  Of  arrests  for  other  offences,  the  number 
dealt  with  was  about  half  as  many  as  in  1918,  the  drunks 
being  less  than  one-third  as  numeious  this  last  year,  and  the 
number  of  other  crimes  being,  as  a  natural  consequence,  also 
lessened. 

The  number  of  female  offenders  arrested  in  Exeter  during 
the  year  was  only  one-sixth  as  large  as  in  1918.  This  would 
seem  to  indicate  increased  respect  for  the  laws,  on  the  part  of 
those  who,  unless  all  signs  fail,  are  soon  to  have  a  share  in 
making  laws  for  both  sexes  to  obey. 

We  have  been  fortunate,  in  a  time  when  so-called  labor 
troubles  are  so  prevalent  throughout  the  entire  world,  in  having 
wholly  escaped  them.  It  is  matter  of  congratulation  that  the 
relations  between  employers  and  employees  here  are  such  as 
justify  the  hope  that  our  immunity  will  continue — and  that 
though  we  certainly  cannot  dispense  with  a  police  force,  its 
duties  are  likely,  in  the  future,  as  in  the  past,  to  be  by  no  jneans 
onerous,  so  long  as  we  are  not  invaded  by  offenders  from 
outside.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  a  Soldiers 
and  Sailors'  Memorial 


The  committee  appointed  at  the  annual  town  meeting  in 
March,  1919,  to  consider  the  subject  of  a  memorial  to  the 
soldiers  and  sailors  of  the  town,  recommend  that  a  sum  not 
to  exceed  $10,000  be  appropriated  to  remodel  the  upper  story 
of  the  Town  Hall  building  and  fit  it  for  the  use  of  said  soldiers 
and  sailors,  and  that  a  committee  composed  of  John  Scammon, 
Albert  E.  McReel,  John  W.  A.  Green,  Albert  J.  Weeks, 
Thomas  Smith  and  Thomas  McLaughlin  be  named  to  carry- 
out  this  recommendation.  Your  committee  would  also  recom- 
mend that  Daniel  Chester  French  be  employed  to  design  and 
construct  a  suitable  memorial  to  Exeter's  soldiers  and  sailors 
at  an  expense  not  exceeding  $20,000,  and  that  a  committee 
composed  of  John  E.  Young,  Wendell  B.  Folsom,  Albertus  T. 
Dudley  and  James  W.  Bixler  be  appointed  to  carry  out  this 
recommendation. 

That  of  the  above  sums,  the  town  raise  $27,000  by  means  of 
town  bonds,  to  mature  $3,000  per  year,  in  one,  two,  three, 
four,  five,  six,  seven,  eight  and  nine  years,  and  bearing  interest 
at  the  lowest  rate  obtainable,  and  the  remaining  $3,000  be 
raised  as  a  part  of  the  town  tax  for  the  current  year.

Robinson   Female  Seminary 


PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Trustees  of  Robinson  Female  Semi- 
nary: 

The  total  enrollment  to  date  in  the  six  classes  of  the  Semi- 
nary is  271,  an  increase  of  33  over  the  total  enrollment  of 
March,  1919. 

Since  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  close  the  school  during 
the  present  year  on  account  of  an  epidemic  as  we  were  forced 
to  do  last  year,  progress  in  school  work  as  a  whole  shows  an 
improvement  over  the  accomplishments  of  last  year,  yet  the 
work  has  been  hr.mpered  to  a  considerable  extent  by  cases  of 
colds,  mumps,  influenza  and  diphtheria.  The  hard  travelling 
and  impaired  transportation  service  of  the  past  few  weeks 
and  the  difficulty  of  proper  heating  and  ventilation  on  cold 
days  also  have  interfered  with  the  routine  of  work. 

The  course  in  Commerce  continues  to  interest  the  pupils 
who  have  elected  that  curriculum  and  the  employers  of 
pupils  who  were  graduated  in  June  report  that  their  work  is 
very  satisfactory. 

The  Domestic  Arts  course  is  giving  excellent  practical 
experience  which  is  used  to  advantage  in  many  homes.  The 
serving  of  lunches,  prepared  in  the  cooking  classes,  greatly 
benefits  the  pupils  who  remain  at  the  building  for  lunch  during 
the  noon  hour  and  almost  entirely  eliminates  the  expense  of 
supplies  for  this  department. 

The  college  course  is  giving  a  superior  preparation  for 
colleges  as  is  demonstrated  by  the  reports  received,  which 
show  the  standing  of  Seminary  graduates  in  different  colleges. 

The  time  given  to  gymnastic  exercises  has  been  doubled 
since  October  in  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the 
committee  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  consider 
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the  problem  of  physical  exercise  in  the  school.  Each  class  has 
two  periods  per  week  with  the  instructor  in  gymnastics  and 
two  periods  of  five  minutes  daily  for  gymnastic  drill. 

Prizes  for  gardening  given  by  Mrs.  Lillian  Walker  Williams, 
of  the  class  of  1875,  have  been  awarded  to  six  girls  whose 
gardens  showed  the  best  care  and  gave  the  largest  yield.  The 
ten  girls  having  the  best  gardens  raised  vegetables  valued  at 
$370. 

The  table  arm  chairs  which  you  have  provided  for  class 
room  use  have  added  very  greatly  to  the  convenience  and 
success  of  recitation  work.  Teachers  and  pupils  sincerely 
appreciate  the  noticeable  benefit  derived  from  this  improve- 
ment. 

Other  needed  improvements  have  been  mentioned  in  my 
reports  of  the  past  few  years  and  need  not  be  repeated.  I 
am  confident  that  you  will  attend  to  these  matters  as  rapidly 
as  seems  feasible  to  you. 

At  the  opening  of  the  fall  term,  three  new  teachers  entered 
upon  the  work  of  the  school.  For  the  position  of  Latin  and 
Mathematics  teacher,  Miss  Frances  Philbrook  was  elected, 
a  graduate  of  the  Seminary  in  the  class  of  1912,  and  of  Wel- 
lesley  College  in  the  class  of  1916.  Miss  Mary  DeGross,  who 
has  charge  of  the  seventh  grade  room,  was  elected  teacher 
of  Elementary  Science  and  Sewing.  Miss  Annie  L.  Smith, 
a  graduate  of  Bates  College,  was  appointed  a  substitute 
teacher  of  Commerce  for  the  fall  term.  Mrs.  Mildred  Flower 
Fogg,  teacher  of  French,  resigned  at  the  beginning  of  the 
fall  term.  Her  place  was  filled  until  Thanksgiving  by  Miss 
Jessie  H.  Nettleton.  At  the  beginning  of  the  winter  term 
Miss  Nettleton  was  succeeded  by  Miss  Ruth  E.  Clark,  a 
graduate  of  Wellesley  College  in  the  class  of  1916. 

In  a  communication  of  February  2  accompanying  the  letter 
presented  by  the  teachers  of  the  Seminary  asking  your  at- 
tention to  the  difficulty  which  they  are  experiencing  in  meet- 
ing the  increased  cost  of  living  with  the  salaries  now  paid, 
I  reminded  you  of  the  experience  of  the  committee  on  teachers 
which  has  found  it  almost  impossible  to  procure  suitable 
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teachers  with  the  salaries  the  school  is  paying.  In  no  case 
has  it  been  possible  to  secure  a  new  teacher  for  the  salary 
paid  her  predecessor. 

The  outlook  to-day  is  even  less  promising  than  it  was  a 
month  ago.  The  papers  almost  daily  call  attention  to  addi- 
tional teaching  positions  which  have  been  given  up  for  more 
remunerative  employment.  The  increasing  shortage  of 
teachers  has  developed  into  a  nation-wide  problem  that  is 
causing  grave  concern. 

On  February  23,  the  semi-continental  meeting  of  the 
department  of  Superintendents  of  the  National  Educational 
Association  and  50  other  policy  determining  bodies  reported 
as  the  chief  topic  for  consideration  the  great  shortage  of 
teachers  and  the  fixing  of  a  minimum  salary  of  $1,200  for 
inexperienced  teachers  in  all  elementary  schools  with  a  possible 
maximum  salary  of  $2100.  Since  there  are  women  in  com- 
mercial positions  in  Exeter  receiving  more  than  this  suggested 
maximum  salary,  the  proposal  does  not  seem  unreasonable. 

If  the  schedule  of  salaries  should  be  adopted  by  a  majority 
of  the  elementary  schools,  the  secondary  schools  would  be 
forced  to  exceed  these  figures. 

A  general  tendency  to  increase  salaries  of  teachers  in  all 
parts  of  the  country  is  indicated  by  the  number  of  places  that 
have  already  granted  increases  of  $300  to  $600  retroactive 
to  January  1st,  1920. 

Commissioner  Butterfield  has  stated  that  because  of  the 
great  shortage  of  teachers  we  cannot  replace  satisfactory 
teachers  in  New  Hampshire,  and  that  therefore  if  we  are  to 
have  competent  teachers  we  must  retain  those  whom  we  are 
now  employing. 

The  Seminary  to-day  has  on  its  teaching  staff  no  instruc- 
tor with  less  than  three  years  of  experience.  Ten  teachers 
hold  service  certificates,  granted  for  at  least  ten  years  of  suc- 
cessful teaching  experience. 

To  replace  these  teachers  even  with  inferior  substitutes 
would  require  the  payment  of  higher  salaries  than  are  now 
paid. 
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Mere  economy  demands  the  protection  of  the  pupils  of 
the  Seminary  through  the  granting  of  generous  increases  in 
salary. 

With  the  confidence  that  you  will  meet  the  critical  situation 
confronting  the  Seminary  in  the  same  sympathetic  and 
generous  spirit  which  you  have  shown  during  the  years  that 
I  have  enjoyed  the  privilege  of  associating  with  you,  I  am,
